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INTKOTHK'TION 



By tlifi lil.ef;ilil,y .iiid (.-onrtesy of the propriotors of tlie New Vovk 
Evening Post, there may be found in these paf^es a reeoi'd of the ex|X'- 
rienee gained on my third visit to Hawaii. My notes on tlie fii-st oecn- 
bioti were published by the Boston (Commercial Bulletin ; in December, 
1893, ] was engaged hy the Daily Evening Tianseript, and in ISil;") 
was commissioned by the Evening Post. The firet-iiamed i-esidence 
in Honolulu was years ago, before the destruction of tlie native mon- 
archy: the later engagements were for three months each, onc-lliiixl of 
which time was spent on tlie route. My work for the 'I'ransi^ript 
(138 pages, 8vo) was published by the same house from wliicli tliis 
is issued; it Iwre no foot-notes, nor w:t8 the matter coirected lo make 
it conformable to the march of events. Yet there has never I»\'m but 
one statement therein impeached with a semblance of huccchs; Ihis wiis 
the connection of one of the original aimexation (x>mmissioiiei-8 with 
eeitain investments designed for a benevolent |)nrpose by tlio (Jueon. 
Had it not been for positive denial by the person implicated, the matter 
would have been lepeateil as originally stated by me on the assertion of 
tliose of whom 1 inquired during my latest visit. Ihit no witness would 
dare to appear even indirectly in support of any assertion inimical to 
those in power. 

Tliis may sen-e as an example of the diificnity of aepanitiiig fact from 
rumor in Hawaii; yet I have preferred to allow the present series also 
to go to the publishers without alterations. In the Tranfciipt letters, 
the views of all parlies to the present contest found expi-essiou through 
my articles; the royalists were satisfied that such investigation had been 
made with sinceiity; wherever matter was reported by me contrary ti) 
their interests, they forgave that which they considered honest eri'or on 
my part. But the pi-ovisionalists ? No words can expivss the bitter- 
ness and animosity of the select, self-elioseii few — slill in power at 
Honohihi — towards any critic who presumes to speak of them and their 
oligarchy in other than the most flattering terms. This statement is of gen- 
eral application ; to it there are notable exceptions, even in the nutnher of

the niiieteeii men who coiistittite tho so-r-alhid rt'iJiitilic of [I.iwiiii. But 
free speech is oMiterated there; any reiieffade obtains immediate emr 
ployment as a spy or informer; any newspaper offensive to the ruling 
ring can liy statute law be confiscated ; any alien by entering the corps 
whose bayonets sustain the legislators secured clothes, sustenance, and 
a vote; an editor entirely unacquainted with the prior condition of tlie 
nation is imported to manage their most iufliiential journal; an army 
officer of similar professional antecedents is commissioned to discipline 
the government troops; instead of " Hawaiians for Hawaii," — one of 
the last puMie utterances of the late Gen, S. 0. Armstrong, — it is an 
incontestable fact that ignorance of the past and allegiance to the pres- 
ent, and this only, can build avenues to place and preferment. Truth is 
the element most feared by tlie provisionalists, and as they are many of 
them able lawyers, tJiey iiave little difticulty in concealing from the 
world all things save their own side of the case. 

The contrasts between Hawaii in its past and present are painfully 
apparent to any visitor. The native and the missionary were once on 
most fraternal relations; a daughter of one of the latter told me that 
she always felt honored if any member of the chiefs' families noticed 
her in lier girlhood. Until within two years there was never such an 
oflficer as a detective; now the city is full of spies and informers. There 
was not the least public admission that there could be war ; now all the 
yonnger men of the coummnity are fired witli ambition to be sharp- 
shooters, the sight of the leiwating i-ifle and the sonnd of target practice 
are equally common. The military guard of royalty was the merest 
handful of soldiers simply for show on state occasions ; the president 
l><)asts of quite an army of mercenary troops, besides which there is the 
militia or citizens' guard. Bayonet rule is making of the once amiable 
and kindly Hawaiian a morose, ill-tempered, suppressed, but notsuMued, 
captive, hating his oppressor, and chaining eveiything, even to the high 
price of taro, to the usurpers. These have done exactly the thing for 
which tlioy overthrew the Queen ; namely, forced a new constitution on 
Ihc nation, which (Usfranehisos all save their own pai-ty. Take this 
\cry constitution, place it side by side witli a copy of that of monarchy : 
the hitter is liberty, the one promulgated by the so-called republic is 
privileged despotism. The wildest extravagance of tlie monarchy did 
not equal its expenditure, which has run in debt nearly one million of 
dollars ill ilie two years of its existence, in spite of the fact that it has 
roniiscated Ihe j'cvenue of the crown lands reserved from all time as 
the private purwe of the luling monai'ch. As an illustration of ofl'ieial 
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misstateiiieuts, it is a fact timt tlie (^iieeii received from the tiixpuyei' 
JHst about what ia paid tlie Pi-eeideut; yet these men tell over and ovei- 
again tlie falsehood that she was paid eigjity thousand dollars where Jlr. 
Dol(i receives twelve tlionsand dollars; they never meiitioii tliiit the 
siiii)liis was her private revemie, which they have ennllhcaled. 

Tlieir most consnmmate success has been fovovcrtwo yearw their man- 
agement of all general despatches to the press of America ami (lre;it 
Britain. Not a single representative of any impartially organized new^? 
hiirean has furnished intelligence to the columns of onr lea(lin<i jonrnals. 
One association has supplied its subscriliers from the statemenis of ;in 
ex-clergyman, bom at the islands, who has had a niisi-ellam'ous expe- 
rience as teacher, land-surveyor, editor, always in the narrow chiumel 
of one cliqne. Over his own signature in weekly newsjiapeis, IImh wrihr 
has repeated the most alrauitlly false and scurrilouH storie.s aliout the 
Queen, and he is also the author of like cruel remarlvs in rc'^ard 1o the 
humbler native people. The least personal aefiuaintiuicc with the in- 
dividual — now a man of some seventy years of age — woiiM cnuvincc 
anyone of his unlitness for the position assuineil \<y him. 'riie other 
oi^anizatiou lias been equally tinfortunate; its despatches h;ive licen 
furnished by recently arrived adventurers, or those eoiuiecled with local 
papers jiledged to the support of the provisionalist-;, never by :i disin- 
terested person of standing sent from abroad. The ovil i^; i;re;i1i'L' than 
it may appear at first sight; all intelligence is viiliiiilly iiii'ii:iieil by tlie 
very meu who have since the first studiously com-ealeil or (KTverted the 
truth ; having made these two organizations their servants, they then as 
private citizens write the same accounts to tlieir personal coriesiiunibnts 
in the United States; these latter proceed to confirm iu.lividiially tli:it 
which is reported in the columns of the newKpa.]x;i-s, and thus the .American 
people are and have alwa,yB been syst^malically :ind sncci'ssfully deceived. 
A special correspondent wilt meet lirst with unremitting atteLiti<iu :hhI 
flattery, he will be carefully guarded from any iiiformation or inllueiK'c 
save from provision alist sources. If this fails to direct liis pen, lie will 
then be indirectly threatene^l with imprisonment, fine, or depiirlation until 
he leaves. 

They announced the dawn of a republic in Hawaii, vvhcreiis, ms a 
simple fact, tliere has never been the least chiingc in rule since they, by 
means of a reference, subsequently repudiated, obtained the entire con- 
trol, and unseated their Queen. They nuigidfied an attempt to smuggh', 
arms into a revolution, in order to justify their action in putting a oily 
in which tiiere was never the least riot or disturbance under niai'tiid

law ; the lattei' measure was desired, that about four hundred noii-syinpa- 
thizers might be arrested without warrant, about cue-half of whom were 
released after nearly two months' imprisoninent, without recorded eliarge 
or attempt at trial. 

■ They appeal to the AmeLifiin love of iinrestiieted suffrage by tele- 
graphing far and wide tlie fact that the new constitution proposed by 
the Queen in 1893 would disfi'anchise them; in other words, that she 
advocated for Hawaii that which obtains in every other civilized nation, 
namely, the limitation of the ballot to those who did not claim other 
than Hawaiian oitizenshij). Then, the moment they felt sti'oug enough 
to draw a constitution, they proceeded to disfranchise forever the 
greater portion of the residents, especially tlie children of the soil. 
They objected to the jieculiarity which allowed tlie throne to name its 
heir in case of failure in the succession, a privilege by which the Prin- 
cess Kaiulani, niece of the deposed Queen, is now the legitimate sover- 
eign. Then, in a convention having not the least popular warrant for 
its existence, they proceeded to name as absolute ruler for six years 
Sanfoi-d B. Dole, the same individual who had executed witJi consum- 
mate ability and commendable conservatism their will for the two pre- 
vious years. They then sent word ail over our land that the native 
people were taking the oath of allegiance, holding annexation meetings, 
and I'cpadiating royalty; in the first place, their lecorda show that about 
half a dozen a week may, from desire to retain situations, swear alle- 
giance (o their white masters, that on the island of Oahn one himdred 
and eighty-live came in where the total male population of Hawaiians is 
over six thousand ; second, that none of those now registering can have 
the least exercise of suffrage for nearly three years; tliini, tiiat if they 
could, the sole treaty-iiiakiug ix)wer in Hawaii is vested in Hon. Sanford 
li. Dole. The whole number of residents in the Hawaiian Islands may 
vote unanimously to-morrow for a treaty by which a. return to monaichy 
should be guaranteed under the protectorate of a stronger power, or the 
Hanie universal expression of opinion may declare in favor of annexa- 
tion to the United States of America; tlie senate, if it ever convenes, 
may ratify, the presidential cabinet may approve, but no power save 
the liat of the present absolute ruler, or, in case of his death, the suc- 
ceeding and duly commissioned executive of the dominant party, can 
ever have the poner to initiate a treaty. There is probably no more 
perfect system of absolute despotism known to history than that of 
Hawaii since the dethixmement of the Queen. 

As there are many persons still ignorant of the hisUji'y of this victory 
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of the strong over the weak, ;i brief statement of fact may pinjicrly 
form an introdnction to this work : 

From the year 1820 to the year !i^87, the native monarchy was sus- 
tained by the residents of other nationalities ; at the latter daU; it was 
practicaily overthrown by tlie same infltienoes now in place and power; 
a constitution granted by the reignin}^ monarch in tenor of his life took 
the place of one more favorable to hia own people, Kalakaiia died in 
1891, and wassneceeded by Liliiiokalani, hia sister, a ladyedncated as a 
girl side by side with tlie wife of Hon, Clias. E, liishop, married to 
Mr. John Dominie in early womanhood, and, except during travels 
abroad, a resident of Honolulu during her whole lifetime. Her husband 
received his education at Chauney Hall School in Boston, and a notable 
public position held by him was that of governor of the islancl of Oahn, 
Mr. and Mrs. Doininis lived in domestic harmony until the dealli of llie 
former, which took place before the seizure of tiie government property 
by foreign residents of American ancesti'y. 'I'iie legislative period of 
18il3 was marked by several measures initiated by Ilie Q.ueen ; those 
offensive to the Americans were especially the o[)iinii bill, Ibe Intlciy 
bill, ami the new constitution, 'I'lie first was an adoption of the Itritit^li 
statute for the limltiition of a trade ivlLi(^li cannot be supprcwsi'd ; Ibe 
second was the proposed granting oi a charter (o »■ foreign coinjiany, 
by which the Hawaiian guvernnicnt would receive a large sum of money 
outright, not by meaiiH of the sale of tickets, or by any interest in the 
lottery, but simjjly for the name and the franchise, '['his sum was 
much needeil for the prosecution of public works, and ti) ease stringency 
in the local circulation of money ; the measure was therefore advocateil in 
signed petitions by the merchants and shop-keepers, antl was opposed 
by many members of the churches. The new eonwtitntion was an 
abrogation of the privileges wrung from Kalakana, the most notable of 
these being that pecidiarity of Hawaiian law which gives to an alien the 
right to the ballot. Availing themselves of the (Jiktji's attempt, at 
arbitrary rule, the American element, in collusion with llie naval and 
diplomatic representatives of tiie Ilniteil States, sei/ed Ihe reins of 
(lower, I'aised tlie (lag of their nativity over the government buildings, 
and <leclared for annexation to the Amei'ican lljiiou. 'I'his was on 
the 17tli of .Taunary, IH'.t^. A mission of annexation was hurried to 
Washington, was encouraged by the administration of Presi<leiit Har- 
rison, but totally defeated on the inauguration of President t;ievelaiKl, 
for which the American people without distinction of party owe to llie 
latter an eternal debt of gratitude. 'I'lie (ineeii had stdunitted without 
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an attempt at rcsistanco, liad ordered tlie surrender of hU ;irma and 
funds ti) tlie iusiirgents, on the aBsuraace that the ease would be heard 
and adjudk-ated by the United States. In conformity wiih this under- 
standJDg, President Cleveland sent ComniiBsioner Blonnt to Honoluln 
t« raalie an investigation ; after most thorough research this gentleman 
reported that tlie (Jneen should be restored to her rights, in accordance 
with which decision the President made a demand on Mr. Dole to 
submit to the result of the arbitration, which was refused by tliut 
tientleman. The (^ueen had been asked in private convi^rsation by the 
American minister if general amnesty would follow her restoration, and 
slic had stated in reply that she thought the property of the rebels 
should be confiscated and they should be punished ; she was incorrectly 
re|)orted by the stenographer to have used the word " beheaded," 
aud at the very first reading of bis notes, and to this day, she states that 
no such idea ever entered her mind ; she does not tleiiy, however, that 
she did wish to make such a threat as would hiduce these men to leave 
the kingdom, for the simple reason that she believed Hawaii would 
never have peace as long as they were an clement in its [x>litics. Both 
the Queen and her people never gave up the'hope and expectation that 
the United States governnient would redress the wrong committed by 
its agency, nor is that anticipation resigned to this moment; deep in 
the hearts of the llawaiiuu people is the firm faith that the sanie power 
by whose act their nationality was destroyed will reinstate the native 
monarchy. In the meantime, annexation having become more impossible 
every day, the insurgents were obliged to <lcclare for sonic settled form 
of government; tJiey accordingly adopted the woitl "Republic" as the 
most effective shield to their actions; they c^alleil what they styled a 
constitutional convention of self-nominated, self-chosen delegates. It 
convened in May, ISlli, and on the ■tth of July, 18!)4 (so as to insure 
a nominal salute from the guns of the men-of-war), they proclaimed a 
new constitution, naming Sanford B. Dole as President for six years, 
providing for the election of senators and representtitives to a legislature 
to Vie eouvenetl in February, 1896, or about eighteen months from the 
date of its election. The registered voters of Hawaii numbered about 
15,000, sixty per cent, of whom were natives. As no one could exercise 
the suffrage under Iho new constitution save by an oatJi of allegiance 
to the pro visional ists, in other words could only vote for rulers by 
agreeing in advance to vote for those already ruling, the total number 
of registered votei-s amounted to one-fourth of the former registry ; but 
tiie proportion is even less than that; for, during the intei'im from tlie 
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fill! of tb« (^ueeii to the reorganization of the provisionalists, ii lar^e 
number of aliens had been imported by them for tiieir standing .army, 
which is eonipoeed ahnost exclusively of men having no interest, his- 
toric or financial, in the welfare of the eoiinti'y ; bnt by the fact of 
bearing arms for the maintenance of tlie ruling ring, each of these hire- 
lings was entitled to a vote. The actual nniid)er of voters in the whole 
kingdom clahning the Ihiited States as their nativity was at the last 
census 637, and of American people of both sexes about 1,'.K)0, out of a 
population of :iO,000. 

In .Tannary, 1805, an attempt was made by tliose favorable to the 
restoration of the monarchy to smuggle arms, with :i view of forcible 
resistance to the men who for over two years had retjuned the public 
treasury and the means of defence. Not the least representation had 
been given to the other islands during this time, and at this date (June 
1, 18il5) Hawaii is still ruled by the very men who unseated the t^ueen. 
The memliers of the original connnittee, augmented froin thirteen to 
nineteen, have simply elected a substitute whenever one of their mnnbcr 
resigned. They learned of the attempted restoi'alion of the (Jueen 
in season to suppress the outbreak ere (U^aui/atinii cdulil make it 
formidable. 

With the view of proeiiriug for her Mupporlers liberty, or at least 
elemeucy, the (^ueen at once abdicated, and took the oath of allegianee to 
her captora; but this design was fruitless. They organized what they 
called a militai^ commission, one of the local judges resigning to pre- 
side over its deliberations, and at its close ]>eing reappointed to the court 
from which he had resigned. This mongrel mockery of justice and inter- 
national law at once proceeded to dispose of the persons and property of 
all those accuse<l of complicity in the pmposed reaction in favor of 
traditional native monarchy, the whole domain being un<ler martial 
law until after its adjudication of about four hundred cases. In the mean- 
time the nineteen, sitting as a legislative body, had passed a large immber 
of special statutes calculated t« enfon^^ their will against any opposition 
for the future, without the necessity of another deelnrntion of martial law. 

My lii-st letter, written from San Francisco, confuses the un- 
completed legislation of last year with (he completed work of the 
present; but the laws against pei-simal liberty are now so nnicii more 
numerous and so much beyond my statement in the matter of slringency 
that I make no change in tfie paragraph. 

Such is a brief statement of the events of the past two nn<l a half yeais 
in this unhappy country, and the natural incjuiiy heie is: 
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" Hon- will it !>ll oml?" 

Tliut is tlie most ditticiilt qiiestiou which can be asked. The ouly pre- 
diction in which all agree is that there cnn be no stability to the present 
rule. How it will be niei^ed into anottier, and what that other will be, — 
on tjiese points there is no eoncoitl. Annexation to the American Uniou 
is farther off than ever ; profits are too narrow on sngai' for the planters 
themselves to favor the abn^ation of contract labor; they cannot make 
any alliance with Great Britain; all threats of that are nonsense, used 
Biniply to terrify the United States into protecting the oligarchy. 
8hntild they serionsly try it, and the court of St. James were willing, — 
both improbabilities, — what would be the result? In the fii-st place, they 
must give to us one year's notice of the termination of our treaty; 
duriiiji; that year they would be at tiie mercy of domestic revolution; 
then having made their alliance with Britain, their home products become 
(Uitijible, and this would be the financial niiu of every planter and mer- 
chant ill Hawaii. They will use this sconi^e to bring ns into line, l)nt 
we must laugh in their faces and tell thcTii to go there just as (piickly as 
they can. Japan is the i)ower most feared by them, and with reason ; if 
her citizens conlinue to increase,. and more esjweially if they are educated 
to tliatilegrec lo ilemand Hiift'ra.ge, wiiich Hawaii wishes to refuse, — the 
home government may enforce their claim. However effected, the acces- 
sion of tlie Princess Kaiulaiii is the only avenue U) peace; now that 
Liiiuokidiini has abdicated, it is the natural and proper solution of the 
ditlitndty. All that is said of unfavoi'able comparison between her 
family and that of the Kamehamchas is mere political gossip on the part 
of those who control the local press ami foreign despatches; nothhig 
which they say is worthy credence; it is all manufactured for attaining 
their ends — greed of gain and love of power. In their own histories 
of the great chiefs of Hawaii fifty years ago, the Kalakauaa are ranked 
next to the family which was then reigning; Princess Kaiiilani is the 
only rei)re8entative of the royal blood, and it is just as absui-d to say 
that she is not entitled to mle her people as it would have been in 
England to assume that because one royal line had failed, therefore there 
was no legitimate heir to the throne. As it is absolutely impossible to 
breathe a word against her character, her eduoation, or her legitimacy, 
the only political scandal they can cireulate is that of the impeachment 
of the right of the whole line. They dread this brave girl, because any 
one of the discordant elements of the community, American league. 
Japanese, native Hawaiians, or foreigners resisting despotic nile, woidd 
be sure of generous support by raising her standard; but it is very 
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ilcMiliU'iii wlietlier filiw would rt'liiru to tin- ishuuls uiilesK llie cull were 
uiiiiiiinioiis. 

In !Uiy case the policy of Btriet iioii-iiitenTiitioii slioiiltl be followed 
by the Unifcil States. Tlie most iiii|>iident assiimirtioii the woiKI ever iiaa 
seen is that of these men when they try to clnim proteelion of their per- 
sons or property undei- the utterly false allegation that they are Aineri- 
eans ; they circulate all over onr land sehedules showinj!; Inillious of 
" American capital " now invested in the Hawaiian ]»)lan<1s, when as a 
matter of fact there is scarcely one dollai- of American capital there. 
In 187C the islands were practically hanknipt; then the action of the 
Hawaiian government in negotiating the reciprocity treaty, leasing to 
these stigav companies ai'able lauds, importing for the planters coolie 
laborers, aiul offering tbein every iudiicemeiit for the cultivation of the 
sugar-ea.ue, raised tliem to nutold wealth. Most of the money invested 
thei-e was never exported from any part of America ; it was made ex- 
actly the same as it might have been made on the coffee-plantations of 
Brazil or the rice-fields of dapan ; it has paid to us no taxes, and is 
entitled to no protection. This is even less so from the citizenship of 
those who have amassed this property ; for these so-called Americans 
were most of them horn on foreign soil ; they were educated under the 
flag which tliey have seized; they have sworn allegiance to its deposed 
monarchy; many of them have held prominent positions in the cabinets 
or councils of its kings and queens. Now that their position, by reason 
of tlieir i-ebelliou, has become somewhat dangerous, for them to call on 
the laud of their ancestors to protect them against their suiTOundings is 
one of the most absui'd and unreasonable claims ever advanced in the 
history of the civilized world. 

l>id w<! send naval vessels to Paris at the time of the cominuue for 
the purpose of protecting our colony at the French capital? 

Yet our citizens there are guiltless of complicity in political move- 
ments, while at Hawaii they have been the initiators of revolution. 

The saddest part of the stoiy to the believer in Christiaiuty is that it 
has utterly annihilated the power for good of the Protestant missions, 
has given them a set-back from whicli they will never recover. This is 
in no way the fault of the uiissionaries, who were the most self-deuyiug 
and devoted of men and women, but it is an ujianswerable pi"ool' of the 
defect of their system. What was this? Its avowed pmpose was ta 
link colonization and evangelization; in other words, to disobey inten- 
tionally the ancient dictum, " Ve cauuot serve God and Mammou." 
The missionary packet of liS'20 was tu carry with the gospel the family, 
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business enterprise, and Vsiiikee tlivift. For one generation tlie model 
for native imitatiou did all that lia<l been claimed for object-teaching by 
goo<l example. Itnt how abont the children and grandchildren, the 
nephews and nieces, of those same missionaries? Their descendants 
wei-e no difFerwjit in principles from ministei-s' sons and deacons' 
daughters in Massachusetts. There has tlierefore grown «p a generation 
whose avarice, social or political misdeeds are uiijustly charged to the 
missionaries. 

The Roman Catholic missions have not suffered, simply because with 
a celibate |)iiesthood and sisterhood alike vowed to povei-ty, there was 
no temptatittn to aeqnire wealth. Further, as in our own Civil Wjir, 
that ehurcli has known bow to keep out of all political atliUations. 

It ia tiic hii^eet religious body notv existing in Hawaii, and is every 
moment angmenting its strength. It has a bishop and twenty-four 
clergymen, about one hundred churches or chapels, nearly two thousand 
school children at its schools, live hundred boys and four hundied girls 
at two institutions in Honolulu alone, sixteen eduoationni institutions, 
and a total Catholic population by the last ofticial directory published in 
the United States, of 30,000 souls. Jt encountered a storm of persecu- 
tion ere it secured a foothold there; its missionaries were deported with 
a promptness and pei-sisteney, recently exhibited towards those who do 
not sympathize with the political opinions of the douiiuaut party. 

Yet it is too trite that no form of Christianity necessarily gaiiiy that 
which has been lost by another. Abnegation of all religious belief is 
far more likely to follow ; therefore every lover of the Savionr of man- 
kind should regret the scandal brought on the name of our eommou 
Lord liy the so-called "missionary-party" of Hawaii. 

But while as a ijolitical party or an association the riding ring at the 
Hawaiian Islands must be unhesitatingly condenineti, it is still true that 
SIS iLulividuals these very men are philanthropic, charitable, hospitable, 
and in devotion to the religious, benevolent, or educational needs of the 
nation they can rightly chnllenge comparison with any country in the 
world. From Uie schools for all nations established on the kinder- 
garten system to Oahu College — this latter one of the most interesting 
institutions I ever visited — tlieir zeal and libemlity are shown in more 
ways th.iu there is space in a political pamphlet for me to notice. 

It may be asked why, as patriotic citizens of this great and glorious 
country, should this question be to us of consummate or vital importance. 
Chiefly because the avowed object of these men ie to intrude themselves 
into our politics. They have succeeded already in doing this to an

Such, alas! is bnt one chapter in the story of the latest of those of 
tlie world's history where the weak are disposseseetl by tlie sti-oiig; it 
came even to onr ancestors with William the Conqueror; it is evident in 
the long century of dishonor of American treatment of the native 
Indian ; it rose towards heaven when the Sepoy was literally fired from 
British guns; it was the onlj' excuse when poor Pizano bought an iron 
chain with a prison-cell piled with jjold; it cheered on the hosts of 
Cortes in his march on Mexico; bnt it met its defeat, this spirit of 
cheating the original land-owner of his holdings, when a woman, Iwa- 
bella , — of pioue memory, — said that the foreign race could only remain 
ou the soil Goil gave the Spanish people, by being the sei-vants and not 
the rulers of the people. Had the Hawaiian inonarchs taken thin posi- 
tion in the day of their grandeur, it would not have been reserved for a 
royal matron and a princely niaiden to Viear in person the atroiiy of a 
nation's liumiliation. 
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THE EXILES FROM HAWAII 



Sas- Francisco, March 4. 

The Honolulu steamer wliicii arrive*! oii Saturday brouffht nine of 
those persons wbo preferred exile from Hawaii to the risk of trial by the 
existing court-martial, not a member of which tribunal is of sneh eharae- 
ter or antecedents a« would be approved by the men wiio employ its 
agency. The Dole government have been forced to use men and means 
for tiie suppression of the recent outbreak, and indeed since they first 
came into power, that personally they could only despise. Two leaders 
go free as a reward for betraying comrades. The light sentence of Lil- 
itiokalani — five years' imprisonment and $o,000 fine — is iu contrast to 
that of about ten conspirators who receive thirty-five years' imprison- 
ment and $10,000 fine. No one suffers capital punishment. The fines 
can never be paid, and it is quietly said that if all will now combine for 
annexation general amnesty will follow, because the United States will 
have to keep the peace between all parties. 

What to do with the Queen was a puzzle when the steamer left. She 
is now a prisoner of state in comfortable apartments, and by this 
clemency the government hopes to secure native influence for annexa- 
tion. P'ach of the exiles was obliged to sign a paper declaring that his 
departure was voluntary and at hia own expense, bnt that he could not 
return without permission of the minister of foreign affairs. No copy 
of the agreement conid be obtained, not even by the deported. 

Business at the islands is paralyzed. There was never kuown such 
lack of the needful thin;^ of life among the natives. Freedom of 
speech is abolished, and among the steamer's passengers was one lady 
who was glad to escape from the officers who liad summoned her into 
their presence for openly expressing sympathy with the fallen Queen. 
There is reason to believe that if the government has not employed 
physical torture to secure evidence, it has wrung that from one prisoner 
which would incriminate others, by tlje liardest treatment and by threats.

monarchies, Immeuse tracts of territory, on which 1 have seen tiie 
upland plover as tame as the city pigeons, are practically locked up in 
his vaults. He is the manager of the Only safe-deposit and trust com- 
pany oti tlie ishtnds. In person he is one of the genial, sigreeabie, 
religions gentlemen who make vieitoi-s so welcome, and of whose hospi- 
tality one cannot too highly speak. IJut in politics his experience has 
been qnite versatile, for he was a prominent member of the last otliclal 
cabinet of " a barbarian, bloodthirsty queen." He was Jilso one of the 
first to conspire for her ovcrthi-ow, and a prominent ollicial of that early 
organization called the provisional government. Now, having taken a 
solemn oath to serve two masters, he is not quite sure that either will be 
able to protect him in life and property, so he offers the American 
republic two per cent, of his income as an insurance premium. Will 
Mr. Willis or Mr. Gresham take the risk? It is to be trusted that these 
geiitli-mcn will refer Mr. Jones to the innuuterable forms of insui'ance 
now in vogue; surely there must l>e some enterprising agency in New 
York, life, fire, explosion, or casualty, which will take Mr, Jones's two 
per cent., spare us an international complicntiou, and at the same time 
make a Hawaiian citizen of forty yearw' hon^irable reconl under that flag 
]iiTfectly safe and happy in his island home. H the people only knew 
how tiii'se general despatches are manufactured by the petty minority in 
powci-, they would have little faith in tlie attempt to use them to the 
diKcredit of the Washinglon ailniiniHlriilion or to the advanlasfe of tlie 
autocratic sugar-planters.

I SAW yestertky a copy of the proclamntioii of the President of Hawaii 
suspending tlie writ of liabeas corpus. So far as this is in keeping witli 
the persistent efforts of the ruling riug to pose for effec-t Itt^fore the 
nations, it was a proper move. lint there wsia not the least ueceaaity 
for 3ueh fiction. This writ, the riglit of free speech, the privilege of 
being assumed innocent until proven gnilty, the power to land in Hawaii, 
the right to reside tliere, were all abrogated ijy statute law about a year 
ago, and a special pi-oviso made that if any eoustitntiomii obstacle were 
in the way of the execution of such statutes, tlie latter should take pre- 
cedence of the coustitiitiou. The new constitution coufinued all acts of 
the provisionalists, so one may not land at Honolulu unless he can give 
a satisfactory reason for coming to Hawaii ; after landinii; he may be 
arrested without other charge than snspicion of sedition ; lie may not be 
admitted to bail ; he nuist prove tliat he is not guilty of any accusation ; 
he may be de[}orted, and, if he returns put at haid labor without further 
trial. No alhision to these laws has ever been made iu the general news 
furnished to tl)e world from the locality where they originated. 

It is assumed that those who have jnst arrived heiti as exiles were 
expntriated as a war measnre; in reality the Dole goveiiimenl lias 
simply executed its own statute law. Hawaii is about the only mttion 
on the globe which has always maiutaiDi«<l a rigid passport system. 
This applies to alien and native alike, and is no different to-day from 
what it was thirty years ago. No one can leave the islan<1s witliout a 
government passpoi-t, and any creditor can thus maintain his liold upon 
a debtor. Among the deported and the exiled who have just arrived on 
the Pacific slope were quite a number by uo means clear of debts; as 
the ruling ring furnished them with passports contrary to the nsiige of a 
half-century or so, their creditors now hold that the treasnry unist pay 
tJiese debts, an<l, what is more, the claimants are sustained by (lie legal 
advisers of the government. Thus a cre<lit<>r ('an now, by procnring 
the exile of an undesirable debtor, collect Ihe fidl amount o( a woilh- 
lesa debt, or the debtor, by magnauiiaousiy favoring royaiisui, e:in 
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H(;(!nre !i (vcc pii8K!i<ii^ !iliri);Hl ;iiul luavt' no pocTiiiiiiry oMiji^itJiiit iimlis- 
eliai^t'd. 

The court-martial lias been i^xtifracly li'ii'uMit in its trcntiufiit of the, 
l)oorer eliiBS of (ia.tivcK; twenty-oiu^ were tlecl:ire<1 '* not guilty " on a 
single jndgniciit, am\ tolil to £^0 ami sin no more. Tiie condition of 
these onpe liappy people is pitiable. Tiie few tilings needful to snatiiin 
Ilawniian life were never so difiicnlt to olitiiin. Tfiey are told thai, the 
proper remedy for their poverty is iinMexation lo tlie lijilted St:i(es. In 
a sense this is trne. Had it not been for the courage of President 
Oleveland in promptly sending back tlie ti-eaty designed liy the preceding 
Eidministifition, the recent session of ('ongi-ess might have accomplished 
even less of national importance than il did, because the great need of 
Hawaii ii^ thiit foreign money shall be eircnlated there, ami a well-Siibiried 
board of commission ere, composed of the sons of the niissiouaries, 
would liave been by the proaent time paying out greenbacks for the 
support ()f some thirty tliousnml of the nation's new, deserving, and 
Hiifferin^' wards. How the Republican party will enjoy, when in power, 
adding to the Indian appropriation and the pension list the anionnts 
needed for the aineiioration of the condition of the Hawaiian race, in- 
cluding a liberal provision for tlie leper's island ! How patient our 
nation innst learn to be, when fniancial or interatate questions seem to 
lis jdl-iiri])ortnnt, that our domestic affaire n;nst be laid on the table 
ill order (o give Senator Lodge time to outline his plans for the 
proper govi'rnLiienf »( our new colonies, those islands exnctly the same 
distance in time Troni our shores as (Jneeiist<.iwii is from the city of New 
York. 

The Hole government actxid with commendable promptness in the 
recent seizui-c of arms, before tiiose for whom they were imported had 
time to oigaiiize. No one regrets the clash more, than the most ardent 
TOyalist. The resisou of this is that the outbreak has united the factions 
of the dominant party at Hoiiohihi. Some of the sugar- planters had 
given ill their allegiance to the principles of Clans Spreckcls. This 
gentleman lias been from the llrst an open opponent of annexation;

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A KEPUliLTC UNDER DICTATORIAL RULE 



IlONOLTiT.u, March 20. 

No reptiblic whatever exists in Hawaii. Tiie islands aie still ruled 
by tlic persons self-eliosen at the time of tJic dethroneTiient of the <^iaeen 
two years ago. Vacancies in tlie original nineteen are filled by elections 
ill which associates are the only voters. All statutes are designed and 
enacted by the provisional government, sitting as they always iiave in 
councils. Laws are pi-omnlgated by advertisement in the daily papei's 
over the signature of President Dole. The nilers are from Honolulu, 
no other place having the least representation. The legislature, elected 
by tlie suffrages of four per cent, of the population, has never been con- 
vened, although the election was held tbree montlis prior to the recent 
disturbances. 

The nature and extent of that revolt were immensely exaggei'ated . 
It was a mere riot, only three persons in all being killed, and those by 
tlieir own imprudence. Two months of tlie strictest martial law enabled 
the government to conline during that time about four hundred i>ei'sons 
not in symijathy with the rulers. About oiie-Jialf of these eases were 
adjudicated by court-martial, thirty pereons were forced to leave Hawaii, 
thivo native newspapera were suppressed, and all connected with the 
opposition journal, the most outspoken, now are in prison ; its plant 
is distrained for rent, and is advertised for auction sale. Statutes 
restraimng peraonal liberty and abolishing in some cases trial by jury 
have been freely passed during the closing week of martial law. The 
President pei^onally introtluced and advocati'd laws for the suspension 
for four years of any seditious newspaper, and also for the arrest, im- 
prisonment, or banishment of any person having intentions Iiostile to 
the government. All that was done under military rule is conlirraed, 
and no suit for damages can be bi'ought " for things done, omitted to 
be done, or which shall be done in tlie exeiTise of the recent power or 
authority," the exact language of the acts of oblivion and iiideiiiuity, so- 
called.

The (inancial report shows a pnliiic <lel)t of nearly S?I,(>1I'1,('(I0, a 
nominal balance iu the treasury of S:H'(),OI)0. ISnt it is saiil that the 
Ini^est part of the available funds are <l('p08itK of planters and liaidvcrw 
for wiiich certificates ai-e issued, redeeniable in silver at the jileasui'e of 
the holder, so thai balance is an augmentation of the iudebtedju'ss. 
The recent troubles cost about 8I(KI,(I()0 in |)ay and Hustenanee of tliosi>, 
ivho demanded guard duty for the greatly needed snppoit ot" their 
families.

DEMANDS OF THE ANNEXATIONISTS 



HoNOLiiLD, March 20. 
Uniikoken quiet still reigns in Honolulu. Local biisiLiessis unproved 
by the disbQisement of tlie pay of the home guanls. The ruling powers 
are relaxing somewhat from their recent severity. Those connected 
with the suppressed new.spapers hiive been relesised uiidcr detective 
sni'veillancc. 

An annexation meeting lias just been held by tlie league, contrary to 
the desire of the ruling ring. The speakers openly advocated tlie over- 
throw of the men in power, chained them in plain words with being 
upheld by bayonets, declared they had impoveiished the natives, pro- 
tested against the recent reatrictf\-e statutes, and st.ated that Hawaii, 
having tried foreign intervention and civil war all in vain, must now rid 
herself of the yoke by annexation. These are the opinions of promi- 
nent half-whites, but the great mass of tlie natives stayed away, still 
hoping that Hawaiian nationality will be restored by the power which 
extinguished it. 

From widely diverse points of view, representative men of all parties 
say that the present government cannot maintain itself another yeai-, that 
no republic is possible, and that bayonet rule against the consent of tiie 
governed must fail, besides which there are serious financial problems 
unsolved. The absence of Minister Damon may portend a foreign loan. 
The (^ueen is still ti-eated well, but as a piisoner. She is in the execu- 
tive building, is allowed attendance and pi'ivatc meals, and after five 
o'clock she can walk on the balcony. The governn)ent press gives 
currency to the rinnor that she will be released. Her friends believe she 
has refused a proffered! pai-don unless the anniesty is mside far more 
general. 

There is nuioh unfavorable comment on the death of Ex-Attorney- 
General Petei-seii, caused by two mouths' imprisonment without trial, 
and exile to a cold climate, although he, in common with lialf those 
aiTcated, took no part iu the revolt. 

The most cxcituig event has just occurred in tlic deportation to another 
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!incl distant ishuKl oi thirty-foiii" natives. 'I'licy were cdneated, intplli- 
geiit men, but were sent to labor with criiniiials on the roads, Tiecanse 
sympatby was daily being pi'olfere<l them in Ilonolnlii. Mure than two 
thousand pereous witnessed the ti'ansportation, wliieh was closely watched 
by government sharpshooters in citizens' dress. Marslia! Hih-hetK'li weiit 
with them. When the steamer started, all the natives raised their voi<'es 
in wild, wailiiifT death-sonjis, such aw luive never been lieani except in 
ancient days or at the burial of a chieftain. Tlie pi'isunei-s saug flawaiiaii 
hynms until out of liearing. 

The restored writ of habeas corjius was th^t nsed by Japanese passen- 
gers desiring to land witli thatanionnl required in baiili dr:ifts, not coin. 
The decision was advei-se to the Japanese, but the consul deinaiided the 
immediate collection of each draft; reUirning the iuiiouut to eaeli pas- 
senger who tlien landed, the government yielding, as always, totlie only 
foreign power it fears. 

A general report is current tliat tlie legislature will coiiveiu^ in I\lay. 
It must be a special session called by the President. IPc will do this or 
continue the present desjwtiam according to the dictation, at that time, of 
tlie snyar-plautei's of whose organization he is simply theniouth-pieee, 
■ A new daily paper will be started inmie<.lia.tely on the plant of the for- 
mer native organ, and uoiler the same editor. It will bittei'ly oppose 
missionai'y rule and the present government, and will advocate genernl 
appeal to the snlfri^e for the overthrow of the oligarchy. It will call 
on the Unite<l Stales to <leliver the Hawaiian people from the present. 
risers, either by annexation or a strong protectorate, because by inter- 
nal treadiery and external support, America has betrayed Hawaii to her 
oppressors. 
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NO liEPUBLIC TN HAWAII 



Martial law was declared in Hawaii on January Ttli. Passes were 
required of all citizens found on tlie streets after half-past nine in 
the evening, liqnor saloons were closed, all pcreons were required to 
deposit ail their arms with the government, the courts were suspended 
savr for civil business, the nineteen rulers gave np their assembly room 
for tlie sitting of a court- martial, and the prison was crowded with 
men of all nationalities arrested without warrant, and detained with- 
out specific charge or prospect of trial. On March 4th the bars were 
opened, on tJie iith Ihe arms were returnetl, and by the 18th all cases, 
one hundred and ninety in number, had been tried hy tlie eourt-martifti 
(adjourned nhw, ih'i') and martial law was raised. 

Tiioiv was but one excuse for the existence of these two nmutiis of 
absolute suspension of personal liberty. It is tiiis: Whatever is pub- 
lished to the world, Hawaii is not and never has been even tlie sem- 
lilance of a re|>uhlic ; it is exactly the same military despotism which it 
was tJie wceli after the Queen's dethi-oncment ; only this and nothing 
more. The riot at Wnikiki, occasioned by the desire of the native party 
to import arms, all tliosc formerly owned by tliem havuig heen suiTen- 
dered in Januaiy, IS'.t;!, wi^ most eagerly embraced by the ruling ring as 
tile opportunity for whieJi they had long waited to give tJieir oppouenls 
a renewal of an aueient precedent linown in France at Ihe cloHC of tlie 
last century. 

On .luiy 4, IHD'l, taliing advantage of the fact tliat public salutes 
would be given tu tlie dawn of America's Independence Day, with that 
preU^nsion which lias characterized every public act of this oligarehy, 
they announced to tlie world the evolution of the Hawaiian republic, 
terrorizing the nativea by the gnns of tlic men-of-war saluting in Hono- 
lulu harbor, appealing to the sympatliies of the civilized world by send- 
ing broadcast copies of a document called the Constitution of the 
Republic of Hawaii. They went through the farce of an election, and 
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sent abroad a list of iiomiiially oliosen legislators. Note well, this was 
iieaily one year ago, when the Queen was nixing her partisans to abide 
by the decision of tiie United States, in wliose mediatory offices siie had 
never for a moment lost her faith. 

Having done this, the self-dioaen nineteijii ari'ajiiied their comfortable 
chairs around the deliberative halls, and sat there, drawing fat salaries, 
making resti-ictive laws, commissioning foreigners as consuls of the 
republic, importing innuitions of war, besides spending leisnre momeuts 
in fignriug np the proba.ble profits on sugar, or the eltVct of a private 
letter to an Eastern friend on such topics as woiihl help their aliioK 
in our national ConjireBS. Kveiy Htatnte is still designetil, delated, 
passed, or rt^jected by the original provisional government which 
wheedled the the fiatling gnus from the (^iieen. This has never been 
otherwise.

H. Wilson, wlio 
held i)osscsaiou of tJie royal arsenal two yeai-s ago while they were 
quaking in a committee-room; who refused lor twenty-four Jioius to 
entertain any proposition from llicm; who linally said that only on the 
autograph order of his .Sovereign would he suriviider as nnieh as a 
eutliiss ; or that they tlien connnissioned one of tlieir own miniber to 
obtain this precious bit of writing, afterwanls repndinling Iheir ('(mtiiiel 
of reference to the aildtration of the United States. 

Hut it is useless to write of the past; there is enough in 1lie present. 
The royalist rising has been greatly exaggerate)!. It was in truth but 
a riot, occasioned by tJie wish of one jiarty here to arm their adherents, 
with a view of final appeal to the court of last resort, namely, war. 
United States Minister Willis has earned tlie heartfelt gratitude of tiie 
suspects. On one day these were not given their usual turn in the jail- 
viiril, being liept securely locked in their cells. 'I'hey weiv informed 
that a vigilance committee was on the way out to shoot all, without even 
the pretence of trial. To this day it is asserted that only the great 
activity of Mr. Willis and the fortunate arrival of the " Philadeliihiii " 
prevented this general slaiigliter. 

liesides enabling the rulers to hamile their opponents by a court- 
martial composed of irresponsible persons, no one of whom would be 
invited by any of them as a guest into their families, a number of olliees 
were created, about |H)0,01I0 put into circulation for the pay of citizens' 
guard, and a newspaper always distasteful to their party was suppressed. 
This was the native organ, and was published daily in Iwtli languages. 
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Tliere fire in Hoiioliilii tliie«i .Tapimese iiiiil two Cliincse |):i|iei-h, wwkly 
or senii-weokly. On the 16th the editor of ooe of the former was Biiiii- 
inoned liy the attornej-j^eneral, hiw offence lieiiifj stsitt^d as "giving 
affront to the ffovtM'nnicnt." lie is one of its adherents and an employee 
at tlie Custom Honse. IJiit he is brave and oiifsi>oken — a ehai-actoristic 
of all the siibjccls of Japnn in Hawaii. He criticised the course of the 
government as to tiie conrt-niartial, especially as to its methods of secur- 
ing evidence, its release of the greatest criminals as a reward for their 
treachery to their associates,' and nsed as applicaMe to the nding ring a 
word which the oflicial translator told tlieir attorney meant " cri]ne." 
Now to insinuate against these patriots any crime is a felony. Mr. Hosh- 
ina, therefore, is endeavoring to soften the siguilication of the offensive 
word, and at this writing the patriots and the editor arc trying to com- 
pixiniise on " transgrt'ssion." Doubtless Mr. Hoshina will be dismissed 
with tiie mildest of reproofs. Why? Because the gnnboatsof the Japan- 
ese empire are hut ten <hiy8 distant. It was very rcuuirkable that no 
pei-son of that nationality was in the least molested in the late unpleas- 
antness; the reason for this will appear in this correspondence. 

ISut this case and others like it occasion a clamor for the general 
issue of seaich warrants hito the opinions of government employees. 
This is nol rumor: it has already taken the form of petitions to tlie 
govcrnineut, and Ihc leading editorial in the proviaioiialist newspaper 
advises the petitioners to make their demands more emphatic. The 
necessity f<n' this iniiuisiloi-ial process is conceded; the only question is 
how to apply it. The mildest and most lensonabh' measure seems to be 
tlie lollowing — there are at least four organizations here the mendiers 
of wiiich voluntarily subscribe to long paragraphs extolling the patriotism 
of those in power, execrating barbarian queens and heathen practices, 
and clinching their denials of all aboriginal rights by demanding annex- 
ation to the United Slates. Then there is the standing army, composed 
ahnost exclusively of siddiere of fortune, who have recently airived and 
care nothing aboat matters a.t issue save as these affect their sustenance, 
■ — a most important point, to be em'e, for without government rations they 
would relapse into their normal and needy condition. To these may be 
abided the citizens' guard, composed of residents who may be summoned 
on emei^ency. It is urged that every person be required to ji>in some 
one of those organizations, and that all pei-sonw in pnbUe employ who 
have not complied with this requisite be summarily discharged. 

The question of the revival of the native or royalist press, after the 
expiration of martial law, is settled by an act introduced by President 
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Dole liiinsi'lf, w]ii<'h gives to the jfoverninoiit the powpr to suspend any 
offfiiaive newspiiper, or any new journal staiteil in placo of sneli news- 
papier, for a period not exceeding four jeait*. \'erlial offences may be 
regulaled in future by the act agsiinst persons avispeeU'il of lawk^ss 
intentions, as well as tiiat ngaint^t sedition. 

O'iming now to tlie nttitiide of .lapan ami the position of the Japan- 
ese, I am free to confess that the uialter deniantls more study tlian as 
yet it has been in my power to devote to it. On tlic lltli a (.ierman 
steamer landed about eiglit hinulred more .lapaiicse. In two years they 
have increasetl fifty iHireent. on llie islands, or say from sixteen lliou- 
sand to twent5'-fonr tlionsand. These fiij;ures ari> moderate. One-tliiid 
of tlie male population of Hawaii is Japanese. TJiey are not serls. 
Ka<-li man is a patriot. At the openinii of the war witli Cliiiin a vohni- 
tary ooHtribution was made by hei' <-]ii]divii liere to their motiier-eounlry. 
Small sums from the laborer in the su<>-ar lield, ijeiieri>us suliseriplioiis 
from tlie merchants, raised this to nearly 11(10,(100. The iiome iioveni- 
nieiit received it wilh thanks foi' the intention, but sent wcu'd that the 
treasury had ample means for can'ying on the present war, anil tliat it 
wijuld lie devoted to hospitals. IMany, some say all, of tliese laborers 
have received trainin<r in the militia of their country. Tliey are usnaliy 
accompanied in comuig to tJiis country by a elass called free steerage 
passengers. This term is applied to those who pay their own pas- 
sage-money, have $W, and are not under contract. Many of these 
latter are wealthy men, from tlie student, military, or professional 
classes. They cling closely tijgether; tiiey resent (he least ivpreK- 
sion of personal liberty. The government is fully persuaded tliat to 
touch the lowliest native of Japan is perilous. Thus is seen the si range 
anomaly in alien residence: Peitfons claiming American or Knroi)ean 
protection are inarched to prison ~ '• Nature of offence left blank " is 
the ollicial entry; but in the recent outbreak by eiianee (here were two 
Japanese in ollicial chifches. The report spread among (heir country- 
men like wildfire, and a ileputation visited tiic station-house; the men 
were freed. At .1 national uunivei'sary not long since, a party of 
Japanese, marching through tlie streets, halted in froni of the royal 
residence, and gave three cheers for the (piecn. The provisi(malists were 
wild with rage ; they waited on the Japanese niiuister, lint iie dec'lhied 
to offer tiie least satisfaction. One in strong syinpailiy wilh the Ameri- 
can annexation movement has .just remarked lo uie: " Im<.\\ native of 
Japan in Hawaii carries a chip on his shoulder, and is daring President 
Dole to knock it otf." There is some truth in Ihis assertion. 
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By tfie constitution a president is to be elected in A. II. 1900, and the 
next legislature in 1897. Whenever a member of the councils has been 
for any cause out of office, his associates or the other eighteen have 
filled the vacancy. This hae been the rnle since the qneen's dethrone- 
ment, and those who elaiin to predict the fnture asiy that it will inevi- 
tably be 90 until Mr. Dole knocks off that chip, and tlien Hawaii will be 
just as inevitably a part of the Japanese empire, always presuining 
that American annexation has failed. 
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IIAWATTAW PROBLEMS 



The remarka of a prominent nieiubci' of Plymontli Ctuiroli in relation 
to the Hawaiian missionary republic fxcited both iutereat and iudijina- 
tion here - interest on the part of those who believe that there has been 
since the first a systematic fi-!ui<l [>er[)etrated on the people of tlie United 
States, and indignation ou the part of those who iiave the control of the 
local press, tlie courts, the jails, and at whose dictation every geiiei-al 
despalcli read by the American people has been for over two years pre- 
pared. Those in sympathy with tlie sentiments of Mr. Shearman declare 
that if during tlie period last named such a critic as he had been resident 
at Honoluin, so that the world conld have been intelligently and cor- 
rectly informed on all matters pertainijig to these islands, the attitude 
of the great powers towards Hawaii wonid be very different from that 
which it has nominally, and as if by sufFerJince, become. Those who 
repel his statements as libellous confine their remarks chielly to the 
notice of his errors in facts. Tlins, there are not 100,000 Mongolians 
here, but at the most about 40,000 ; an entire island is not <levotcd to 
the lepers, but only a certain district of Molokai ; while it is true that no 
Pi'otestant minister has ever devoted his life to the suffei-ers, it is also a 
fact that chaplains of the Congregational Church have been from time to 
time resident at the settlement. These mistakes are noted with the 
greatest eagerness by the advocates of the missionary party. That term 
is a misnomer, because most of the actual ruling ring have had nothing 
to do with missions or missionaries. Vet it has become Jiistorical, 
and in treating of Hawaiian itfTaii-s it can scarcely be avoided. After 
restraining curiosity as long as possible the address of Mr. Shearman 
was printed in full by the most pi'ominent pmvisionalist newspaper in 
Honolulu. 

Of one thing both sides are certain : Had Mr. Shearman been a visitor 
in this city when he uttered those words for publication at Brooklyn, be 
would have been arrested and prosecuted the inomeut that any copy of 
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Ilis adiivess found its wuy biick to [[oiioUiUi. Tliere are two provisions 
of recent Hawaiian law nnder wliieh such pi'oeeedings can be at auy 
motnent Initiate*,! against an alien and a correspondent; tliese are the 
articles ill the constitution for the pnnishmeiit of any person who sliall 
be guilty of contempt of tlic legislative body, even altliongli not a uienibei- 
of that body, and, seeouil, the statutis enaete<l against the making and 
pitbiisliing of libellous or seditions matter. Miieh discussion has taken 
place among membera of tlie present government as to tlie feasibility 
and advisability of applying these restrictive measures to an alien visitor. 
Then! is a most decided determination on the part of those in power to 
repel the least unfiiir eriticism or misrepresentation of their official acts 
or public i-cputatiou. and they nseume tlie privilege of defining wiiat may 
constitute sncli an olfence. Those wJio do not sympatJiize with such a 
determination ;isk lu.w it (':ui In- reeoiH-Dcnl witli tlie ctiiini tliat Ihe 
governmen! is :ibiind;iiilly able to maintain il.self ;igaitLst inti-iiial 
dissensions. 

" He pi-oposes t<) regulate our atTairs. does lie?" say Uie indignant 
missionaries' sons, 

" Oh, no," replies one of tlie opposite party ; " neitlier Mr. Shearman 
nor any pei'son of his way of thinking has the least desire to meddle in 
your domestic affaira. But we do not mean that you shall intrude your- 
selves into ours ; tliis yon aiinonnee as your intention, and it is only just 
tJiat the American people shonlil be fully informed as to the character of 
the community whicJi seeks to entcitJie Union. Has not a parent the most 
indisputable right to the fullest inforniation as to tlie I'eeord or character 
of the man who seeks an alliance with liis daughter? " 

It niHst in truth be said that the annexation sentiment is weakening 
in the homes of the sugar-barons. "Why," said one of them lo ins 
associate recently, "why advocnte annexation, when the consequent 
destruetiou of the system of contract labor will anniliilale all pruiits 
from the plantations?" 

" I agree perfectly with yon," replied his partner. " f know that 
when we get the Unitetl States Hag and the bounty on sugar is abolished, 
we sliall make no more money ; but I will gladly resign all hope of fut- 
ure a<i-mmilati<.n in that e;ise, iH-eiiu.se \ shall be sure to keej. what I 
already liavo." 

Till- nrgi'iiey and dillieuUy of I'ace probleiUH and considerations of 
finances are now under discussion. The honesty and capability of 
Muiistcr Damon are never questi<nied, but, has he said to his associates 
in the cabinet : " Appropriate what you will, but remember the treasury 
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Clin p;i.y out no inoni inoney 1'i>r tlie present"? 1;^ it tlieii any mine than 
a rumor tUat by iiicaus of the deposits of silver, the issue of certifi- 
cates ami treasnry notes, an occasional purchase of aonie $20,000 of 
Hawaiian bonds or deposits in tlie government postal saviugH hank, tlie 
opulent citizens have bled for tlieir country's cause to imiversal faint- 
nesB, and consequently tliat the object of tlie departure of Minister 
Damon for San Francisco on the '20th was tliat he luiglit sliow lo the 
world liow mucli better terms tlian tliose nccepted by President (!le\'e- 
land could be made with foreign money-lenders? The only rcaaon 
publicly assigned was that of a personal consultation with Sir. Charles 
R. Bishop, for some forty years the leading island banker, but sinw the 
dethronement of the Queen living generally ;i.t Siiii l''r:iiK-is('u, !ind in 
private business a partner of Mr. Damon. 

The contrast between the official treatniejit accorded to .Inpiui iind 
China is strongly marked. Among recent enactments is one iniikiiig the 
exclusion act aitned at the Chiueae far more stringent. As al jnvseiit 
constructed, it prohibits the entiy of any i>erson of that initionality 
without special permit of the Hoard of Immigration. This is rarely 
given save on declaration of the applicant that he proposes only to he a 
domestic servant or an agricultural laborer; even then |il.J')0 a month 
must be deducted from his wages for the puipose of paying his way 
back to China; should he leave the two al)ove-ineutione<l avenues of 
employment, he may be at once deported. This severity is niet<;d out 
to the Chinese to satisfy the American League, which is tliouglit hy many 
to be'tlie most formidable enemy with which the goverimient is obliged to 
contend, because it is nominally of its own honeehold, but <'ompose<l 
of illiterate men without large estates, who magnify the leii^t ;iiil m- 
support rendered to their wealthy rulers, demanding an I'ljual divinion 
of the otlices and the wpoils. 

The prominent members of this organization liegin to siiMi>ei't Ihc 
sugar-barons of lukewarm adhesion to the cause of annexation, no just 
on the eve of tiie departin'e of this mail is hekl an annexalinn nu'cting. 

Tlmse not in nynipa1hy h ilji 
the league, yet sup(x)rting the government, point lo Ihe I'ai'l tlial no more 
inopportune moment could have been chose]!, for sucii nporls of ile.<]iol- 
ism, military tribunal, forcible exile, Kiip]>reBsion of a I'l'ef press, :iili1 
statutory restraint of opinion have gone abroad that no civiliz<'d )ifnpli>, 
in the ordinary exercise of good Jiidgmerd, <'OLild desire cIosit union 
with powers responsible for such a. goveitimi^nt. 'f'lu' adhi-n'nls of gov- 
ernment say further that the moment is specially ill-chosen, I.ei-ause the 
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Wiisiiiiiiitoii CoiijjR'SB, lowitrdH wliifUi fmiii tlie first the provisioiialists 
have lookfld iiot in vain for their most vnliifd ilefeiider, has now ad- 
jounied. But tJie temptsition ti> pose for effuct upon foreign nations by 
seHdiiis fortJi nn aceoniit of a masa-meethig is not to be resisted; the 
Democracy say thfit tlielr Icntlly rnlera liave done this from the very first, 
and ;„'ive as tlie latest instanee the recent ahotition of martial law on the 
very day of tlie departure of the la«t steamer. 

Some disappointment haw been n:iid to exint in i;overiiiiient (^rcles 
at tlie small pi'cVportion of vohinteem who came forwan] in the reeent 
enior(,M'ncy. 'I'lic iiiide population of Iloiiolulti, cx<iluding Mon»;olian8. 
is ahonl iO.(H)(l; the citi^ams' siunrd, increased by loyal recruits, turned 
out at Ihe most with l,:»OI) men. ISy thiw it would appear that the 
milifia on iMiicriieucy iiuniliei's say one in twelve of the male population, 
but as most of this I ,:^0I) were reccLit arrivals who needed the wages, or 
those who liMve litlle at stake, the nuLuber of actual patnots willing to 
risk life for Ilawidi is reduced to a niiniinnm. As a consequence, there 
is now undertaken a most searching inquisition into the sentiments of 
those persons employed by the government, but who rendered it no aid 
in its hour of teiTor. This is called by the ofHcial organ of the nilers 
"the black list," and it is probable that all those who believe too much 
or too little in regard to the republic, and so hesitated to rush to its 
defence, will no longer eat at its tables. 

An election is oixlered to fill the seat of M\: C. L. Carter, killed in 
the recent trouble, and it was probable th;it another iiieud>er of the same 
family would be chosen, bnt he declined to run. A member of the advi- 
sory council being pcrnnineutly out <if the country, it is ui^dl that his 
se;it he lilled. The iirwt-aanieil pnliw will be open to those entitled to 
vule under the new" coustitution. The latter choice, if made, will be by 
the HU'U who m lisil:^ siiccei'de.l royfdism. The councils are the govern- 
ing power of tlie nalioii. There ai'c tliowe of undoubted loyalty who 
say that Ihc Iciiislatiire will never be convened. The constitution does 
not indicate any period for it earlier thun February, ISlKi. From those 
who know the minds of the rulers (nmies to mc the same intelligence 
that 1 gleaned in San Kriinciseo, namely, that it is impossible from 
every point of view for Hawaii to maintain her present status for one 
year to come. I'.y distinct and different chains of reasoning, the 
experience of the p:ist year has cause*! each thinking man to arrive at 
this conclusion. 
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EA<:ri brratli of the trade-wiml wiilcli blows iioross these iH'iiulifiil 
islands is pharged witli riiiiior. To HsfA'ii on iW", stivi^t corner, or take 
notes where men do eongregate, wore one moved liy suck evidence, is to 
be convinced tliat tlie revolntion is yet to eomo. The few natives wlio 
made tlie recent n()t weni only so iniiny Keh()oll»iyw who shook tlie (i-ee 
before tlie pear was ripe. 

More and more leniency is shown to Ijiliiiokahmi ; she is now allowed 
to walk tln-ontrli the <!;i'ound8 of what was once lolani Palace, i>roviding 
her promenades are not taken before fonr in the afternoon, and ioe 
limited by a radins t(;rniinating at one Imndred feet from tlie open jiratiiii>- 
of the fence, ller friends believe that nothing les« than pardon m- per- 
mission to retnrn to her private residence has been offered to her, but 
she has not only refnsed, bnt has daretl her c~iptors ti> si'ud her to share 
the imprisonment or exile of her adherents, adiling that she wi)nhl will- 
ingly go into dm-ance, or accept general amnesty, whatever might be the 
iinivei'sal fate. It is not the (.^neen as a person which conslitntes (lie 
menace to the pesice of Hawaii. The case is this: For sevenly yeai-s 
royalty has been the basis of niuon to jdl parties in these islands. It is 
the loss of any point of nnion which now precipitates anai-chy. 

To state brieliy the position of each one of the elements governed by 
the nineteen men in power ; — those of the native race have a feudal or 
tribal pride in the eonscionsness of possessing a chief of their own color; 
is this not true with other aboriginal peoples? The Arab sheik or Intlian 
sachem may be a savage, but could you Hupjilant Ins authority with that 
of a philanthropist? The Chinese owe their Hawaiian prosperity to the 
nionarehy. For the two years just passed, the existing government has 
been forced to curb this prosperity in oitler to phii'iite a large middle 
class of whose support their oligarchy Inid dire need. Ignorance exag- 
gerates its own iiiipoi-ta.nce, so that now large mimbers of men of this 
class, to each of whoLn the sugar-barons handed a niii^ket during tlie 
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Jate (list,urb.iiirt', clfinior for their sliaro of the victors' spoils. Kach 
man assiimos that Mr. Dole wonl<l not be President to-day liad it not 
been for IiIb individual nid. Tlic Japanese are. sensitive to the least 
offence, iiiid care not liow soon a national quarrel is provolced. The 
better class of Europeans ai-c dislieartened at the aearcity of money and 
the insecurity of investments, and, wliatevor may be tlieir politics, these 
make no secret of their hope for the pcrniiinont protection of some one 
of the ffreat powers. 

The vexed <iuestioii of annexation to the American Union presents 
great perplexities. Whetlier or no the powers that be still wish for this 
as tlieir flrat choice is now a secret known solely in tlieir conclaves. It 
lias been discovered that only the President individually can make a 
treaty to tliis end ; that not only tlie people, but even tlie Senate, should 
it CA'er convene, liave absolntely no voice in tlic mattei', the new con- 
stitution leavinf^ it entirely with the htdividual who has been the 
supreme power since tlie fall of the monarchy. Tliis power is exactly 
tliat against whicli the American League is opposed, nor do the «pealcers 
acci-edited by the latter in the least disguise their intention to rid the 
counti7 of what they style " missionary rule." No visitor would dare 
to nse such language in public as was spoken a few days ago at a mass 
meeting held nnder tlie auspices of this organization. There were two 
noted lialf-whites engaged as speakers, both of whom expressed the 
most open hatreil to the present rulers, described the atttiinpts that the 
nation had made to llirow them off, and reeoinmended annexation as a 
last and necessary resort. Through circulars distributed by the city 
police, tlie autJioritios warned the natives to stay away from the meet- 
in"-, iiLid From .iiic molive or tlie other, fear or loyalty, this eoniiiiand 
was quite i:eiu'i:ill_v obeyed. 

Insanity is s;iid lo lia\-e resulted in two instances where men have pre- 
siniied t" unravel the government accounts, and from personal experience 
une niay readily believe it.

'Cliis brief review of Hawaiian tinances may aid the specnhttlve in 
predicting the attitude of tliat power in case of fui'ther coiii|)liealioiis at 
Uonobilu. The sum of IfjO.OtlO was recently raised by a traiisaclion 
which might excite cn1i<-isin in view of the missionary aidecedents of 
the men who did it, and their seventy on the llrilish system of opiinii 
lio^nse when the latter was pro|)oscd by the <^ne(;ii. All the i.piuni con- 
fiscated waH offered for sale, and the ('hinesc merchants nf Honolulu 
were invitwl to bid. y\s no bid of sutiii^ient !unonn( was re<'civeil, it 
ivaa exported by the government and sold at British Coluaibia, realizing 
the sum nametl. Higher education in the islands has hitherto liecn in 
denominational hands. Catholic, Prot^'stanl, and Anglican. Some 
$20,000 for the coining hicimial period maybe saveil by the (■hmse in 
the (constitution which forbids such aid in future. 
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One of the schemes on foot to pledge the government to annexation 
and also to plunder the Amerieun people is thia : There is a railroad 
now built to Pearl Harbor ; it is the only one In Hawaii, is about fifteen 
miles ill length, with possible additions of a few miles from time to 
time, ;is it is to be. extended aronnd the islanil of Oaliu back to the 
point of departure. The latest move is to get the Hawaiian government 
to guarantee |?2,000,000 of its bonds, on the representation that this . 
nation will never have to pay them, that by union with us these obliga- 
tions will go into the national debt of the United States, and that thus 
this advantage will be gained at the expense of the American people. 

How far the rumors of interference by Japan as the tool of Great 
Britain hk tiie result of the return of Minister Thurston can be as well 
established in New York as in Honolulu. It nuiat Ix! remembered that 
British interference or even iiiHiience is tJie whip by which Hawaii pro- 
poses to scourge the United States until the hitler promises to accede to 
any demands of the little oligarchy. The strained relations consequent 
on the Thurston incident are thought by many to be a favorable moment 
foi' an attempt at coquetry with the court of St. James. The fact, 
liowever, that Oreat Britain, France, and Japan, since Hawaii advertised 
the republic, have reduced their diplomatic representatives here from the 
rank of minister plenipottfutiary to that of commissioner, ranking as 
consul-general, does not look as though mncU consideiiitioii could he, 
expected fi-om the great powei-s. Ili lx)th government and diplomatic 
circles general ignorance of the causes of the recall of Minister Thurston 
is assumed in communicating alike with friend or foe, but the news 
created the greatest excitement. There are those who believe that the 
select few in power have known all about it foi- tiie past month, and that 
this was the cause of the recent enactment and recnactment of rigorous 
laws. To i-eturn to martial law would be to risk further rupture of dip- 
lomatic relations, and give the great powers renewed excuse for termi- 
nating the same, lint the world may be possibly kept in ignorance of 
the fact that all which h;iM been done by the military in restriction of 
personal liberty can be done at any moment by the government without 
advertising its desi)utisiTi to its sister nations.

were recently devoted to (-itiiig iiilerMaliomd pi'eeedenls for deporfali.in. 

J']ngland, France, Japan, and perhaps other i)owers, have within one 
year rediieetl their ollicial repre.senlatives here fi'oin minister lo eonsid- 
general, and the United States has raised the rank of lis eonsnl, lo net 
in ease of the absence of Rrmisler Willis. It is insl hinted llnd tliis 
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was done by the Washington adiniaistratiou in order to pi-oviile for the 
periiiaueut neglect to appoint any successor in the event of the retire- 
m(;iit of the American minister. Mr. Willis understands the sitnation, 
and it would l)e a gre;it mistake to supplant him by any other diplo- 
matist. It would be far bett<;r for alt iiitereBted to follow the example 
of the three above-mentioned powera. 

The next question of interest is the proposed convening of the legis- 
lature in May, complicated anew by the Thurston incident. If not 
called togetlier, the effect on the great powere abi-oad and the other 
ishiiids here w»ndd be disasti-ous to the nineteen rulers. It will be 
known that the provisional ists are still absolute rulers, and there are 
many domestic affairs relating to other islands on which the actual resi- 
dents are restless. Bnt if convoked, dissensions are sure to mtdtiply, 
for it is openly proposed to repeal all the restrictive laws of tlie past 
yea?-, a.n<l I'l-esident Dole cannot stand before the Assembly, as he has 
repeatedly done of late, and control legislation by argument and per- 
sonal influence. 

'I'lie national debt has been increased Sri(l(l,000 and the savings-bank 
deposiis decreased $400,0011 since 18i)ii. The connnunity is in a state 
of tension, and countless rumors are afloat, but with no apprehension 
of an armed outburst for the present.

Tiie results of tlie inquisition into the sontinu'iits of idl ^oveiimient 
employees have been reported to llie eoiiucil, and sweeping dis<-li:\rj!;i-s 
are to be made. 

There is not an atom of tnilli in Mi'. 'I'luirstou's assertion that the 
natives are taking tlie oath of tdlegiaiice, Ity tlie ollieia! records five or 
six a week may do tliis. Tliey do so from interested motives. Five 
thousand or six thonsand on this island alone must come in. On Hawaii, 
largest island, Mai-shal Iliteheoek is unable to {■onvinee the natives 
that the Queen has abdicated. Her aet made no dilTerenee in the native 
loyalty to the nionan^hy in Ilonoluhi. She was decieived by tlie same 
tactics as those employed at her dethroneineiit. Her sole purpose was 
to save others from [lunishment. She was absolutely indilTi'rent to her 
own fa.te, and, greatly to the disgust of her ea])tors, eontiiuies so. 

For the first tinie in the island's history, a subscri]>tioii relief is 
asked, this being for families of political sufferei-s among the natives. 
No almshouse ever existed here, and the government has granted an 
iimiseil shed for shelter. Sympathy for those in convict dress is for- 
bidden. These work on the roads, and women are reprimanded for 
recognizing tliem, even the Queen being told not to Mit at her window 
as they pass by. 

Excessive timidity characterizes evciy public act of the government, 
and race questions are giving the nineteen riilei-s and the two per cent, 
of so-called Ainencans, who support thcin, much tioiiblc. Twenty-four 
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Imiulved aliens have nrriveil in tlnve weeks, divided aiiionj;; Japan, the 
Azores, and China. A general registry of all persons and a stay of 
foreign immigratiou is advocated. 

Kvcn the better class of European residents are nmeli offended 
because an official tax-liBt has just been advertised in a Chinese news- 
paper to save a trilling expense. To placate critics, the government 
has dissolved the Chinese fire company and Isas thus aronsed the, enmity 
of tJie merchants of that i-ace, as it was one of the most efficient for 
their protection. 

The citizens' guard has refused to recognize the clause imposed by 
the rulers, that the volunteers shall submit to martial law in the case of 
charges against a member. The government was forced openly and 
fully to recede fi-om Ihis, so that dischai^e from service constitutes the 
sole discipline, 

Mr. 'J'hnrston arrived to-day. Never was a person more unwelcome 
politiciijly. There is literally none so poor as to do him reverence. 
Tlic last importation of Portuguese, who cost about $oOO a head, or $io 
a month to planters, was, it is said, a political move of his initiation, 
for the purpose of advertising white immigratiou. Kven his friends 
accuse him of bringing tlie government into disgrace at Washington at 
the most critical moment of the existence of the so-called republic of 
Hawaii.

None of tlieBe were 
wanted. A like pntportion of immiiiranlH, iyfiioriuit of the Ijiws. the 
liingnafje Jind cn-^toniK of tlie nation, brought liy interested parties to 
the State of New York, niighl. jtislly aljinii ecinioiiiists. Wliy flieii 
did tliese eojne? The treaties willi -lapaii reiidei- lier a favored na- 
tion; it is for lier interest lo sliip olT Jier Hnrjihiw popiiliitioii, ami tiie 
eoiLimission house liere makes its prnlit on every sJiip iiiid ifs pa w^^e timers ; 
Ihe iirniiigration eonimissioiiers simply e;innot interfere, :iin! :dthoiLg]i 
local jonrnalists cry aloud tli.at responsibility fur this latest arrival should 
be traced and strong ydiiionition given, nothing iirohiliitory resalls. 
The hitest importation of Porlngnese w;is a political move, under Mr. 
Thurston'.'^ iulvice, to curry favor with those here who oji|iose the 
Chinese, und nlno to pose before the world aw a eoiintry encouraging 
white immigr.ation. It has been with difliculty that the shipmeiils from 
Japan and the Azores were ]»liieed on the plantations; the {.'hiiiesi- with 
accustomed shi'ewdncss take care of themselves and of <';k'1i other; llie 
government has the least to fear f to m innnigrants of lhi« mition ; yet, 
strange to say, they alone give bonds for an ultimate retin'ii to the land 
wiiencc they came. 

Those !)cet informe<l do not eonliriii the favorable opinion held by the 
people of the United States as to the Japanese. The u|)per classes are 
crafty, deceptive, destitute of all constancy to the [uiueiplea of integrity 
and business honor. The common laborers are sensitive to the least 
affront, real or fancied, (iHick-teni[)ercd, prompt to avenge an insult. 
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almost iiiiiil:ie!iblo if cxoited, lioMiiig the lives of others very cheaply. 
They Jii"e united, and for this reasou are ready to adopt the tiatles-uiiiou 
principle of strikes. This is a formidable weapon on an isolated plan- 
tation, and on a recent disagreement the pi-oprietor of such a one owed 
the safety of his family and his own life to the faet that while .'iOO 
Japanese were maintaining the attitude of menace, a hundied native 
[lawaiians were in reserve ready to initiate a petty war of the races at 
au instant's warning. It was a great mistake to snbstitnt.e tliis people 
for the thrifty and amiable Chinaman. None belter know tiiis now tiian 
those who catered to senseless prejudice for the wake of a brief popularity. 
The natives of Hawaii and of China fused adinirably. intennarricfi, and 
enrielied the land; Uawaiians and Japanese are iintagonistie ; if anything 
would rjdly tbe former to the sui)port of the ])resent government, it would 
be the tineatened subjection of these islands to tlie empire of Japan. 

Willie the introduction of the Portuguese was a measure in favor of 
till' pi'i'iimiient settlement of white emigrants, yet tiie results foreshadow 
aw mneli danger as support to tliii riiliug ring. TJiey are intensely jealous 
of the two Mongolian races, and will refuse to work if any Japanese or 
Chinese are conjointly employed. They demand superior treatment, 
together witli suffrages anil i)rivileges such as are granted to others of 
EuTOpeau lineage. 

Although the government announces U^ the world that the attempt at 
I'esistanee by the natives is overwhelndngly suppressed, yet it is an open 
secret here that very little of the munition of war Hiuuggled into the 
country was found. A very recent incident shows iiow the rulei's dread 
ji. gathering <if the ruled. The body of Ks- Attorney-General Petersen 
arrived here for iiiternient. As he was considei'cd a marlyr to the native 
cause, a large number of Ilawaiinns wished to <lo him honor by attend- 
ing his funeral. Not the least intinuitiou of the ceremony, either prior 
thereto or liici'eafter, appeared in any newspaper. Further, his family 
were warned that the burial must take place with pnmiptness, that it 
nnist be strictly private, and that no crowd or <lisplay would be pennitleil. 
Wlani tliose inferesli'd in(iuired about the hour of the funeral, it was dis- 
covered that tiie soil of Hawaii already lay lightly on his colliu. 

The avenues of employment are almost entirely under tlie control of 
the government or individual members of it. The latest meeting of the 
councils waa nothing less than a high court of inquisition; there was no 
attempt to disguise this fact, nor to conceal the names of those who had 
done or said too little or too much. The ijuestiou of convocation of tiie 
legislalure is still undecided, so tliat the anomalous position is main- 
tained of the old provisionalist councils and an elected assembly coex-

There ia one phiisii of tht: Ilawaiiuii f|iioslioii of wliicli littlo notice 
has yet been taken ; tliis is snrprisiiig when tlicrc are so miiny Ainovic:ui 
writers of the sex of the deposed (^neen. Kither in |)ulilic or in private 
life the Hawaiian people miglit seiTC ns examples of love and loyalty 
to the gentler sex ; the native of l\uii\hlo birth gladly ^ives a inortf^ajie 
wliieh he knows will never be paid, hi order to gratify some eaprice of 
his swcetheai-t. The central point of union to all parties in Hawaii liiis 
evei' been devotion to the native nioiitirehy, and even where tlie crown 
was worn by a kiu<^, tiiere h;is been an iinilerenrrent of ehivalric love 
for tlie feminine consort. Obliteration of this basis of eoncx>nl is the 
canse of to-day's anarchy, and the niissioiiLiry party are <'hieHy bliiniiilile 
for its destrnction, 

Ennna and Liliiiokalani were both educated, gracious, npriglit, Chris- 
tian women, such being the estimate of all their subjects during a half- 
centnry. From childhood to past theii' fiftieth year none of their recent 
detractors dissented. But after tlie death of her husbaiul and ten years 
of retirement, Emma was a candidate for the tfiroiie. Her reputation 
was above attack, but it was said that strains of English blood ran in 
her veins ; she had visited London, she had been attracted by the 
worship of the Anglican church, had introduced it to Hawaii, and both 
she and her husband were comninnicants. For such cause, and no 
other, her enemies, by a series of disgraceful acts, defeatwl the will of 
her people, and by notable fraud placed a man on the thione by dis- 
placing a. woman, wJio acccpteil the undisguised wrong with a resignation 
inaintaiiied to her dying day. Soon those who boasted that Kalakaua 
hat! been seated on the throne by them pi-ofessed great iinligiitilion that 
the orealnre was not more obedient to tlic creator. Allliough they raised 
an arm to strike, yet the man's government was not overthrown. But 
silent wnispiracy found expi'ession in.lanuary, IH!);!, when they bovi'owed 
our troo]is under |)rctextof keeping order, made a conlrachif arbitratiini 
afterwards repudialtnl, and thus deprived his sister of herthnme and his 
niece, Princess Kaiulani, of licr inheritance. 

Walking along the public streets the other evening, my atN^ilion was 
invnluLittinly attracted to the conversation of two Hawaiiiius of humble 
birth, who were discussing, sometimes in their own langnage. again in 
ours, the i>oliticnl sitiiali-m. Finally (vkui their li|iH fell the eni]>liatie 
woi-ds. twice repeated. ■' Oh, llieir day will come ! " 
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E\'ENTS AFTER MR. TIlirKSTON'S KETUliX

MiNiHTKR TnuiisTdN's Btateiiicnt tbui his i-cttiro was not hastened hy 
(liploniatie (litt'creiices is not sHStiiined by faots. When President Dole 
returned from his vsieiilion tu meet him. the two were closeted for a pro- 
tracted interview, but all infonnatiou on the snbject is still ileinc<l to the 
public. 

Mr. Diimon, minister of linanre und a l(;!iiliiicj banker here, met his 
partner, Mr. ISisliop, and Mr. Thnrstou, in .San Francisco, for a con- 
ference of the tliree. No niau ever did more for Hawaii than Mr. 
Bishop, yet sinue the trouliles he lias resided in California, and now 
withdraws his name from the bank he fonnded forty yeare ago, confirm- 
ing the general opinion tliat, without the militaiy and financial ioter- 
position of a stronger power, government withont tiie consent of the 
governed cannot endure. Mr. Damon and Mr. Thurston retnrned 
together by the latest steamer, and it ia hinted that the former may sur- 
render the portfolio of finance, wiiich would be a misfortune, 

Ashford, a royalist, has placed hia oppressors in a dilemma by refnsing 
the acceptance of their pai-don. Policemen wore detailed to guaitl his 
aiok-bed. He was a confidant of the very men now in power when, 
eight yeai-s a^o, they overthrew Ihe authority, although not the throne, 
of Kalakaua. When their purpose was accomplished against a woman's 
right to rule, both the Ashfords declined joining, and tlieir former asso- 
ciates hoped to pennanently exile them. 

Seci-etary Gresham's letter to Mr. Jones gives great satisfaction save 
to partisan sympathizei-s and the gentleman himself, because his timidity 
in assisting the treasury financially, and avoidance of pei-aonal peril, as 
well as ills sworn aliegiance to both tlie Queen and the President, are 
notorious facts. 

For two yeai« the Queen's band of musicians have refused allegiance 
to the government, and this disloyalty continues. At their public con- 
cert recently, over two thousand persons were present. A prior enter- 
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tiiiniiieiiti, {^iv(!ii by tlie imisiciaiis oi'gaiiizoLl hy the sfovfi'iinu'iil, w;ia 
Jittemled by about one hiimlre<l. Siicii is (he universal contrast. 

A naval officer i-ecently pavt* an exliihition in ai<l of the leiKT settle- 
ment. He exhibited three military scones of the late attempted rcvoln- 
tio]i. Two were borne in silence; at tlie third, a siibdned iiissing 
began, and he hurried forward the imigramme. 

This is the ofticer who was by Invitation of tlie jrovernnient. (he oralov 
of the day at the first anniveraary of the allejfed i-epublic At a second 
stereopticon exhibition, hie most elaborate illnstration was that of the 
landing of a naval battalion in whicli United States troops were de- 
picted inarcliinii and countor-niarching in union with the Hawaiian 
standing army and the citizen's guard, (lie grand finale rci)rcHenting 
President Dole protected V»y their joint efforts and seated in ollicial 
dignity under the wings of a powerful and friendly eagle. If object- 
teaching supplants with effectiveness the parrot-learned lesson, Hawaii is 
in a fair way to learn that tlie power which sustains tlie present oligarehy 
is located on the vessels of the United States Navy. 

Misrepresentation of any kind is still considered a diplomatic neces- 
sity by the authorities here, and this policy dictates the general de- 
spatches and private lettei-s of the provisionalists. 

The solution of the financial, political, and race problems which is 
now most coveted by the wealthy class is that Hawaii should continue 
independent, but that the United States shall openly declare a protecto- 
rate; in other words, that a coming American President shall undo the 
work ol' Minister Blount. 
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CIirXESE IMMKJRATION AXD CiKNEKAL 
AMNESTY

CiiiNKSE immigration is to be, revived in Ilaw ui uid toiitracta niatle 
for about r(,000 laliorera, so ae to ictiim Japiinese on tlit t\piration of 
tlieir coutijicta, restricting fnither arrivals from Jap in to tliose who 
come on their own responsibility. The incTeasiim nuportince of the 
Japanese question causes the appointment of a mmistei to that empire 
to be publicly advoeatefl; a new treaty is mueli desued but Japan being 
at the flush of sueeess, Hawaii fears that too exacting conditions may 
be demanded. The position is now fill eil by a eonauUr afjeut without 
pay, and as notliiuff is yet done for Thurston, it is possibly a move to 
provide for him. The existing treaty with Japan gives favored-nation 
privileges to her people; tliere is uo ti'eaty with China, but to return to 
Chinese immigration means to offend Jajian, because there are stipula- 
tions to the contrary, and, further, the introduction of Chinese is offen- 
sive to the laboring class of Europeans. 

The i-esulta of the foreign investigation into the legal jurisdiction of 
the recent court- martial are anxiously awaited l>y friends of the prison- 
ers, who believe that the otiier powers should have insisted on jury 
trials, and by tlie government sympathizers, wlio cannot disabuse them- 
selves of the notion that President Clevelan<l is treating with Great 
Britain for concerted and nnfriendly action. Kx-Miiiister Thurston is 
supposed to advocate a general amnesty so as to <li8arni external criti- 
cism and insure against foreign intervention. Payment of the fine with 
a promise to leave the country would release any offenders. 'I'lie inlln- 
ence of tlie natives deported to other islands is seditious by reason of 
tlieir good behavior and the sympathy they have excited. 

Heliable information has I'cached Honolulu of i-oyalist meetings on 
Maui, better organized and more generally attended than ever, and a 
large shipment of anns has just gone to Lahaiua to the citizens' giianl. 
On four HiK'Ceseive nights armed Ilonohilu poHfe were detailed to watcli 
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for hindiii^i' of iillioH from iibioad. It is now s:iid l.liiil llu' liovcL-niiifLit 
was justified in its feara, but iiiconwt as to tlu' d<.'stiii;iliou of tlie expe- 
dition; that th« next demonstration will be a native revolt on otiier 
islands, and tliat forces being tlius witli(b'awn from Honoliihi, tlie ])la<'e 
will be unprotected iig:niist a new iij>nsin<r. 

To sliow exactly liow the j^ovei^nnu-ut proposi's to iiieel tliis eiiier- 
geucy, the following extract in made from a press despatch to ;i news- 
paper in America which favoi-s the Hawaiian oligarchy:

Foreign lilihiisters 
would meet willi litlle if any nyinpatliy from the people on lamling in 
the islands if tliey were alile to gi't ashore. Lnnding wonlil he ii <lilli- 
cult, performance, in view of Ihe He:iicity of mitdsteafls and goml liarboi-s 
iu the waters wni'roniiding tlie islands. JMoreovei'. tlio Tnited States 
man-of-war Philadelpliia, wliiclt is lying at Iloiioluhi, wnnhl, in casi' of 
tronble, send several luuidre<l hhiejaekets ashore, and this force would 
be practically a snpi)iement to ihe locid regnliirs and eoustabnlary. 
Colonel McLean, who lias been recently selected to orgimine the Ha- 
waiian arm}', will sail for lIouoluUi on May U."

three, ineliuling Mr. I)i>le, favored clemency. Muiister Tluirslon's ad- 
vice, that, in <rrder to slauil welt with the .mlside world, amnesty to those 
ivhii.se only olfencc wa.'; synijiathy with the ln-;i eanse is desirable, added 
to the fernieiit, and words passed whicli were little short of a threatened 
diHru])1i(>n of t hi' cabinet. There issearca'Iy a |)crs(ni tniprisoiied who was 
round with arms, and sympathy has never been a punishable olfeiice. 

Secivtary (Jn-sliaiii's letter deciding the linwler cas.' utterly dispicased

Thpy woiikl gladly reiease Howlci to jwitsc tlic dfcif-i<iii. 

On T\r;iy 11 will tsiko, place a foniiidable loeal celebration of the 
victory iif Ja|>a!i over Thina. Ovei' twenty thousand nuni have notilied 
the planters thai no work will he done 011 that day. Merchants of that 
iiatioiiality have contributed liberally in money, tloats are being con- 
structed representing the .Japanese navy, and wooden guns and tin 
Bworde for the equipment of tlie niiniatui'i; army- 'I'he govcnmiont is 
constrained to permit salutes from ihe .lap^iuese artillery, aUhongh exces- 
sively tlreailing a coiiHiet witii the C'liiiiese population. The aulhori- 
tiea cannot suppress the projected jubilee, therefore they will rely on 
tivo conttiderationB : First, the p!a<'iil disposition of all Chinamen al)roii.d ; 
second, the liattali<»ns of the " Philadelphia," which are cotirtlaritly 
paraded here in full lighting trim. For lifty yeai-s our navy h;is been 
the Hawaiian standing army, ll |>laced Kalakaiia on the throne and 
unseated Liliuokatani, and it now keeps the olignrchy in ])o\ver. 
Should our naval ollleers fvaterni/,e witli political parlies abroad, 
as they accept the most intimate special iiltention fr-.m members 
of the llawaiinn govennnenl here, >.li..idd Ihey rellccl in olIici:il reports 
the sentiments iiJul perhaps Ihe exLict hingu;ige .)r wealthy residents 
scheming for a |)rotectorate, the odicers would be cu'dereil home. 

Pearl Harbor is totally indefensible, even if the lonj.- movnble sand- 
bar were dredged. No salient point exists on which a fort could dcfeiul 
the entrance, nor is there anything to prevent the immediale obstrudion 
of the channel liy an enemy, and, with a lleet there shut up, the marcii of 
an ririiiy in the reai-, on UolioImIii. Its only iipology is a re:d-eslate 
speeidiition iiiid increased naval ]i<»wer, or to se<arre an otiicial proleclo- 
rat<- without the disadvantages of annexation. 

The press gives the ruling ring naa-h trouble. On lite abamhmed 
plant of the royidist newspaper. ;i syndicate of sugar-barons are trying 
to organize a journal opposing runicx-alLiin nml advtK-ating a |)n)tecto- 
rate. Another opposition journal is trinniiing betwixt disloj-idly and 
safety, an.l still a third is republished iji Ihe native language on condi- 
tion of exclnding politics. Its editor is under a long-] ien< ling indiet- 
nienl, but he saves himself by copying matter already pnblisiied in the 
city. In the Thurston and general anmcsty affairs, there was serious 
troidile with the govcniincnt press, Imt it was hnslied up.

A lona; and secret session of the 
council Wiia held afterwaiil. The {foverninent make public the letter of 
Conimisaiouer Ihiwes, liut beyond statinji; that the claim will be contested, 
no further information is offei-ed. Coming ahnont simultaneonsly with 
the action of the American Department of Stntp, the Britisli decision has 
proved equally annoying to the nineteen rulers here. If Secretary Gresham 
had sustained the principle of dual citizenship, although this might have 
given protection to prisoners, yet it would also have establislied a status 
for the Ainericaii-born element which they have tried liai-d to maintain. 
Had tiie two decisions been int«rchanged, the Dole goverument would 
have met the diplomatic ditfienlty with far more cheerfulness. 

President Dole has written a personal letter to the hiitiatiir <if the 
native action for amnesty, declaring that it is the wish and intention of 
the government tft show clemency, but that its exercise nnist lie condi- 
tional on the hiterests of tlie community, on the conduct of the prison- 
ers, and on the eonrse of their friendfs. There are bitter coinplaiuta 
current here of the treatment of tlie natives who were exiled to a distant 
island. The native population is daily becoming morose and sullen. 
Annexation clubs and provisionalist oaths among the Hawaiians have 
been tlie most alaolute failures. Tlie great mass of the people are 
more sti'ongly than ever attached to the native monsircliy, and still look 
to the United Htat*;s to right thoir nation's wrongs. 

Minister Thurston has been a troublesome element ever since his 
return. A sti-ange idea got current among the natives, namely, that, 
having been convinced that annexation had failed, he had now returned 
to make a compromise on the alxlication of the late tiueeu in favor of 
Kaiulani, the English princess. It is certain that those in sympathy 
with the present movement have openly declared that, if there can be no 
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aiiiicxiitioii or protcctdniti! ohtiuiicd, ]wmh' will lie impos-iliK' Siivo niidcr 
some sueli iifirconient siH tlint, siue« it is tlio imly Imsjs of pciicc :iiid 
haniumy. A proinineiit syinpaihizor decltiivil in my lii-iiniii!;: '■ It Ik iin 
impossibility, beeauac liie Saxon nicii m-wr vt^tdid yiidfl to :iii iiLl'eriov 
race, tbe rule once ^ainrd." This wns the cliiof ob.K'ctioij.

I>iRiDtereHted tourists arriving here are taken under the charge of pro- 
viaioiiiilist partisans, and ©very attention and eoui-tesy is shown them. 
All the old absuitl fictions about the (Jueen are repeated, and tliey are 
carefully guarded from opportunities to correct such impressions. Yet, 
almoat witii no exception, a residence of a month convinces tliem of tlie 
franil of the so-calied republic and excites synipatliy for the disinlieiited 
and disfianchised Hawaiians. 

For tvvo years the Queen's band of f<jrty inemliers has refused to 
swear allegiance to tlie rinj?. Tlie government has oppressed them in 
every way, even refusing them permission for public concei'ts. It now 
carries its animosity to the point of prohibiting them from playing a 
farewell to Hawaii on the dock. Spreckels iuis given them free passage 
to San Francisco, whi'iice they may go to other p.nrt8 of America, but they 
were obliged to gel on board the steamei' before giving tlieir farewell 
music. The excitement alteiiding their departure was intense; some 
three tliousantl natives were on the wharf, and the men were loaxled 
with flowere. Tiiey are superior musicians, and sympathy for them is 
universal.

It may be said tliat this treaty can be abrt^ated, (irmiteil; hut it 
would be commercial suicide to Hawaii ti» siilnnit its itioilucts to onr 
tariff, and as twelve months' nutiee is hitecilied, nu :iil\iiMt:ii?;o can be 
taken of tlie cmerifency of iiitcrnaLiomij ipicsiions. 

The cession of IVarl Harbor to tlio Unileil States was not in the 
original treaty; it was iuter[)olated liy Seinilor Kdnmnds, of \'ennoii(, 
in the renewal of 1881, confirmed by tlio Senate in IHHC, and then by 
diplomatic concord made part of the earlier Htii)nlatiuns. 'I'ho provision 
was regarded with fji-eat disfavor by Hawaiians, because tlioy are always 
jealous of the least infringement on Ihoii' native rii^bt U> llie land. Mr. 
Cleveland was displeased both on accoimt of his conservative foroij^n 
policy and because tlio bUMinoss of the SemUo was either fo approve or 
disapprove, but not Uy atneiul, any treatv, and thus his proixigafive wiis 
usurped. The only partii's satisfied were those who to-day control the 
government in Honobiln, the sugai-bannis and tlieir fiionds.

In case 
of war a flci't could be .sbnt up in the lakes by a inano'nvre taking; only 
the lionrs of one dark ni^lit, and at no more expciiwe tlimi t!ie siiikiiii:; of 
a few stone-laden steamei'^ a^^innsl. whicli tlie Hands ivonld hooii Jiiake an 
impassable baniei'. 

'I'lie channel, H<)nie three niiloti in lenoth and iiowbcri: much more 
llian a quai'ter-niile in widlli, runa nortli and soutb, ami can never be 
safeiy nwed by any vi'ssel uf wi/.e nnai!led by steam powei'. When the 
n<Jrtli-caHt trade wind is iiilennpted by southerly ^ales, the approaches 
t't the harbor, by JcaMon of the sncccswion of reefs, would, for a fnll- 
|>owere.l steann-r, lie attended with j^reat danj^ei'. Therefore, no Klni. in 
distress could be certain of nieetinji a frieinUy tni>,-boat. 

About tlnve-fonrtliH of iiie distance Croni ocean to lake is the tony,ne 
of a peninsula, which dividi's Ihe M;dcrs into at Icjwt two ports, in both 
of whieli there in a dne |M'i>poi'tion of deep and also of shaUow water. 
It is ifuite doubtful wlieliicr either of these enclosed sheets of wafer 
would alford room for naval tactics, and ceitain that there are places 
where oin' lon.ij; wiiite lioatH could nut even turn nmnd, altliougli lying in 
deep water aiid moored to the shore. Shoals, coral rocks, and spits are 
present here as in all other enclosures, and, while berths for vessels 
would be abnost inlinifc in number, that the navirs of the workl conld 
exchanf^e coin]ilinientK within its ;^ates is I'^ir from trur. 'I'lic deepest 
water is in the lonif, narrow channels. 

The spot lo <lefeud. providing tiir harl")r weie uiiliKi^tl, would lie that 
which is dredged or blasted out. (»n the ouler reef. Itid liow is thif. to U: 
(lone? By building on the iimer reefs of coral? A luixlern bntlle-ship 
with i(s heavy guns eouhl kno<;k stone forts over as if they were nine- 
pins. By eartliwovks on tlie land? Kor milea from the entrance there 
is no suitable eli'vatioii. even were <nw eoiilented nilh, stiy, a height of 
ten feet, and the dillercnec in li.les is nu{ uinn- Mian tw.i feet. Were 
the Washiiigton govei'iinieut to declare its iiitentiou to utilize this cession, 
doubtless Ihe end of the promoidory and the spot known sis Ford's 
hsland wonid be sold to us at enormous prices; our national neetls would 
be sn)>i)lied by the real-estate speenlatora who have the control of the 
whole shore; in fact, dewls have passed where provision is made for an 
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iiioreased coiiNidenition in ciisti wnlc should tio iiiaiii- to ;iiiy t'on^i'Mi 
^overiiineut.

But tiie coaling-station argninentV The two lines of steamships 
under our flag passing Hawaii bRve never experienced the least dillicidty 
ill supplying their bunkers with coal at Honolulu, and the same is true of 
our naval steaniei-s; the latt«r probably purchase coal at a far lower 
price than that which tlie govenmient would pay if it entered the busi- 
ness as a competitor iu this line, Tliei-e is no necessity of ever sending 
any American man-of-war here, other than that of an oecaHional emer- 
fjency just as liable to present itself in any other quarter of the globe. 
There is no greater fraud attempted ou the people of the United States 
tliaii that of assuuiiiig tliat tliere is American capitid in these islands 
having a riglit to Anierieaii protection. With the single exception of 
Ihe money made in Calif ornia and invested here by the lirm of Spreckels 
& Co., scarcely one dollar of capital whm ever brought liere by those 
imperious sngar-harona who now so impudently call on iis to protect 
them in troubles resulting from tiieir own greed of gain and love of 
power. Twenty years ago these now haughty planters and proud mer- 
cantile houHt^w were bankrupt. That monarchy which Ibey malign came 
to their rescue, negotiiiled a treaty under which they raised sugjir, im- 
[lorted CDoYw. labor by which its proper cultivation was insured, even ad- 
vaiK-ini; rapit;i!, indirectly j'et promptly, that they might through bankers' 
loiinri hinnllt' thi'ir ci'ops, and leasing them valuable lauds for a trifling 
rent. As a result of tliis favoritisiu shown to them by Hawaii, they 
became rich off Hawaiian soil and by royal favor. Now, stinging the 
!iau<l tliat raised them out of ruin, tliey call llic enormous wealth they 
have accuuiiihited American capital. 

.lust liei'i' those wiio have involveil us in an eiHirtn(>u.s outlay for the 
building of a vast lleet of steel and iron-chwi steamboats will ask if 
Pearl Harbor woidd not be invaluable U> us in case of war; tluiy empha- 
size this i|uesti<in by reference to the colonization policy of Great Britain. 
Where one is force*.! to cross a stream, each stepping-stone is iniportiiut ; 
whei'e one has nothing on the opposite bank, why should a half-way rock 
be needful? (Jreat Britain is an emiiire of colonies. On her way from 
Victoria to New Zealand or Hong Kong, it might lie couveulcnt for her 
to have a basis of repairs and supjilics at I lonolulu. But in case of war, 
why should we withdraw our lleet from the pmtcction of our western 
coast, and send our vessels two thousand miles to play hide and seek 
with each other in the numberless channels which divide these islands?

Ts'iival (illii-eis of liiivli v.mk 
have advocated, in carefnlty prepared artieles. tlu' voluntary almndoDinent 
by Great Britain of tlie M ed i terra nejiii in r:\sf of w.iv wil.li eontiiiental 
powerH. Were the Hawaiian islands to bec'onie Anicriciiii leiriloiy, Ihe 
pnident eonrse for ns would be to ininiodialeiy leave Ihein to nnj fiUe 
rather tlian s;ip oin- own atreni>:l.h by hi^reidean efforts to defend llierii. 
One snift i>nn-hoat dodtjing in and out of these c'li:iiniels eoidd defy tlie 
whole body of oui' naval police, Imrninii' pIaiit;ilioii.H, while oin- etforls to 
binder such destnietioii wonid only cripple <nir western <'o;ist defeneew 
and leave them an easy prey to a. hostile Heel. Seamen eaunot hv made 
in a day, even where the nee of steam lias rendered much leclniical edn- 
cation a thing of the past. If atleet larjfe enongh to defend Hawaii were 
bnilt at ouee, where wonld he fnnn<l the officers :ind men to man the 
vessela and work the gnus? 

Laud speculation and desire for promotion — these two terms express 
all that tliei-e in in this hne and cry aUint Pearl Harbor. The specnln- 
tois cannot be blame<I, because the old caution of ravi'iit ein]'li)r fnlly 
exonerates tlieni. Bnt the course of the naval ofRcei-a of the United 
States is exactly that of ti'usteea seeking their own gain ratliei' tlcui the 
gooil of tliose for whom they should be guardians. Hawaii is the naval 
officers' paradiwe. It has many of the charms of the Mediterranean 
station without the enoiinous expenses of the latter. Witli the airy 
modeiTi-bnilt steamboat moored on these Ireautiful waters, to which will 
come for the evening ball the beauty and wealth of Ilonohilii, wi!h the 
most distinguished attentions not only to himself, but to his wife and 
daughters, at the jialaces of the ishin<l princes ashore, it woidd be very 
strange if the naval officer did not become an enthusiastic annexationist, 
and a believer in the Immediate improvement of Pearl Harbor, To 
report otherwise would be to discourage the very means by which he 
earns his income. To advise naval extension is, on the contrary, to 
make the delightful colony here larger, to give to othei' aspirants the 
oppoitunity to live I'oyally on a limited scale of wages, and to help liiem 
up the ladder of promotion. Once yielding to the speculators and to 
their allies, the naval olHcers, the American people will fiad their treas- 
ury pledged to outlays for dredges, blasting-apparatus, fortifications. 
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ligiitH, guiilto.itK, iirwoiials on siioip; in sliort, tliey will too I:ite discover 
that they li:iv«^ been lietrajecl into the eliitohcB of a veritable oUl man of 
the sea, who haa dragfjetl not only the present genei'ation into its depths, 
but eiitaileil on posterity the wofiil ronspqiiences <)f dei»!irtiiijf from a 
polii'y which has kept «s a jieacefiil, coHsciv:ifive nnlinn uniidst the 
foreign broils of the past century. 
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
